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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all ob- 
viousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the in- 
vention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 13-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin. It Is conventional for clean rooms to ether have 
blower(s) at the inlet, exhaust and/or for recirculation. Hence, it would have been obvi- 
ous to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made for the 
clean room of the IBM Technical Disclosure Bulletin to also be the one where the blower 
located at the exhaust therefrom, in view of the above Official Notice in order to provide 
the enclosure interior with a negative air pressure relative to the external air pressure. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Claims 1-8 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on March 30, 2004. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed June 10, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. A far as the difference in scale argument, a change in size is gen- 
erally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 
USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). Moreover, it is noted that this features is not recited in the 
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rejected clainn{s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limita- 
tions from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

5. As to the down flow-type clean room argument, the disclosure of the IBM Bulletin 
is analyzing airflow and air distribution in a room. The teaching of the IBM Bulletin 
would flow for use with a positive air pressure room also. It is noted that under section 

1 03, not only are the teachings of the prior art taken into consideration, but also the 
level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. In re Luck, 177 USPQ 523 (CCPA 1973). See 
also, Environmental Designs, Ltd., v. Union Oil Co. of Calif., 218 USPQ 865 (CAFC 
1983); Jacobson Bros., Inc. v. U.S., 185 USPQ 168 (Ct. C. 1978).
